In the present book, Dr 
Dallin traces the ups and 
downs of ‘Russian influence 
in the Far East, including 
Koren, “from its genesis to 
1931," where the other 
volume takes it up. 


But because it deals with 
history rather than the present 
the book: should not be dismisse 
out of hand. As Dr Dallin ex- 
plains in his preface, “there is 
an inherent, a close retation, 
between the past and the. pre- 
sent—a relation so intimate thal 
no reat understanding of current 
events fs possible without on 
Acquaintance with those seem- 
ingly obsolete theorle; und 
polltient trends. 

“Before eyes, pre. 
revolutionary patterns ave 
reviving. Often the similarity is 
se striking as to permit, on Use 
basis of the experience of the 
past, predictions of imminent 
developments with a fnir degree 
of accuracy.” 

So, an understanding, of the 
past may well prove the key to 
the present, In that spirit, this 
book should be read. 

More than one reader will
